Dr. J. J. Daly, chairman of the local board 
of public welfare, and Town Clerk George H. 
Winslow attended a hearing before the com- 
mittee on public welfare at the State house 
Wednesday on a proposed bill by which Mr. 
Conant would secure certain powers of con- 
trol over local boards and by which the pre- 
sent settlement laws would be abolished, with 
the state assuming 25% of the welfare ex- 
penditures of the various communities. 

The present settlement law requires a 
settlement of five years in a particular munic- 
ipality before public welfare funds can be 
given anyone. Those living in Andover now 
Who have not lived here for five years must 
be supported by the town in which they had 
a settlement. 

The local authorities are against this bill 
because Andover would lose money by it.

The most popular of the present courses 
for next year is current affairs, which received 
50 votes, 36 women and 14 men. Votes for the 
other courses were: music, 36 (33 women, 3 
men); world power, 31 (20 f, 11 m); speaking 
English, 24, (21 f, 3 m); modern novel, 23, 
(18 f, 5m); modern art, 21 (17 f,4m); English 
writing, 19, (16 f, 3 m); inheritance, 17, (5 fj 
12 m); earth and man, 11, (4f,7 m); German, 
6, (4f, 2m). A total of 238 expressed interest 
in these courses. 

Modern drama, with 48 votes, proved the 
most popular of the courses contemplated for 
next year. The votes follow: modern drama, 
48; social problems, 38; geology, 33; French, 
32; development of religious thought, 26; 
gland in the 20th century, 23; chemistry, 
12; civilization of Greece and Rome, 13; 
second year German, 7. A total of 232 were 
interested in these courses. 

The 111 people who have replied have 
expressed interest in 470 courses, or an aver- 
age of better than four courses each person 
Most of these would probably not take more 
than two courses. 

Requests have also been made for these

traces of their existence had vanished. 

The stories painted on the Greek and 
Roman ceramics now on exhibition at the 
Addison Gallery recreate vividly the strange 
civilization of that distant past, although it is | 
scarcely possible that the old Greek potters 
realized that their hand-wrought vases and 
urns would remain as the sole witness to the 
character and accomplishments of their age. 

It is the combination of two apprently 
widely separate factors to which this is due. 
One is that pottery once baked can never 


|lose the character criginally given it, and 


though it may crack or break, its fragments 
do not disintegrate, making it possible cen- 
turies later to fit the pieces together and 
cause the vessel to assume its original shape. 
The other concerns the very nature, customs, 
and superstitions of the race on whose 
scattered relics are imprinted the sole key 
to its history. 

While, today, art for its own sake is a 
recognized profession, utility was its only 
foundation in those early times, and no 
object was created without a practical pur- 
pose in view. Neve rtheless, the decorations 
on their household utensils and rude impel 
ments, revealing a primitive love of colcr and 
feeling for design, compose a living literature 
and render a true picture of the prevailing 


articles of pottery were broken on the grave | 
as a symbol of the destruction of the body 
when it no longer contains the spirit. It ap- 
pears not to have been unusual to select the | 
neighborhood of the potters’ quarter for a 
cemetery, and legend has it that when Judas 
gave back the thirty pieces of silver which he 
| had received for the betrayal of the Lord, the 
| Jewish priests purchased with it the potters 
| field near Jerusalem as a place of interment. 
Many tales have come to be associated 
with the pictures on the more interesting of 
| the vases. One comes from a vase taken from 
the ruins of an Egyptian temple. It concerns 
King Amasis II of Egypt who had allowed 
the Greek merchants in the country to settle 
there and carry on their trade in return for 
their aid in establishing him on his throne. 
| About 525 B. C. upon the Persian invasion 
of Egypt, a Greek named Phanes who was 
serving in the Egyptian army deserted and 
undertook to guide the enemy entering the 
country. The other Greeks in the Egyptian 
army, disgusted at the treachery of their 
countryman, seized the sons of Phanes and | 
| after slaughtering them over a crater within 
| sight of their father, drank wine mixed with 
their blood. The name Phanes is inscribed on 
one of the fragments of this vase, and as it 
was customary to make a votive offering ofa
